INTOXICATING LIQUOR 
BILL, 


MAJORITY OF ELEVEN FOR THE 
SECOND READING.

The Free State bill to abolish appeals to 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council will be introduced in Dail 
Eireann this year, according to a 
reply given by Mr. McGilligan. 
Minister for External Affairs, in Dail 
Fireann yesterday. 


The Land Bill at last passed through the 
Committee stage, and will come up on 
the report stage next Wednesday. The 
Sea Fisheries Bill was passed as re- 
ceived from the Senate. 


When the Minister for Finance moved for 
a Vote on Account of £7,843,498. 
which represented one-third of the 


total estimate for the ordinary 
services from April to July, Mr. de 
Valera moved to reduce the vote by 
£1,843,498. After four and a half 
hours’ debate the votd was carried by 
sixty-five votes to fifty*two. 


The Intoxicating Liquor Bill, 1951, was 
given a second reading by sixty-two 
votes to fifty-one. 


Mr. Blythe announced that the Housin 
Bill was being prepared, and woul 
be ready at a fairly early date. The 
Economy Committee was very near the 
end of its work, and its report would 
be presented at a relatively early 
date.

VOTE ON ACCOUNT OF 
NEARLY £8,000,000.

FIANNA FAIL LFADER'S 
CALL FOR ECONOMY. 


Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, in 
moving a vote on account of £7,843,496 for 
the financial year commencing April Ist next, 
explained that it was one-third of the total 
estimate for the ordinary services from April 
to July. 

Mr. DE VALERA (F.F., Clare) moved an 
amendment that the vote be reduced by 
£1,843,498. He said that those deputies 
who looked to the Minister to effect economies 
in the light of his Budget speech of last 
vear, when he said that it was necessary to 
practise the strictest economy if the Budget 
was to be balanced, wouid be disappointed 
at the present vote which represented an 
increase rather than a decrease on the last 
figures. The Fianua Fail Party. had no fault 
to find with the money spent on social ser 
vices, which were an advantage to the com- 
munity, but they thought that the recom- 
mendations they had made on previous occa- 
sions regarding the money that could be 
saved on such services as the Army and Civic 
Guards might, at least, have received con- 
sideration. Under present circumstances the 
Army should not cost the State more than a 
million pounds, which would mean a saving 
of £600,000, while in the case of the Civic 
Guards a somewhat similar saving could be 
effected without any loss of efficiency. 

A saving could aiso be effected on the 
Oireachtas He believed that one hundred 
Cenuties could do the work as efficiently as 
the existing number, while the Senate as at 
present constitute! was not performing any 
useful public service, and the cost of that 
micht be saved. 

The establishment of the Governor-General 
was also costing tco much. Even for a “Re- 
public for all Ireland a salary of £10,000 for 
a President, as was being paid to the 
Governor-General, couid not be justified, see- 
ing’ that the Preside:.t of the United States 
only received a salary of £15,000 a year. 
Verv considerable economies could also be 
effected in the higher grades of the Civil 
Service. 

OVER-STAFFED OFFICES. 

The question of the over-staffing of certain 
oftices should be considered. A departmental 
inguiry had been eonsidering it, but no re- 
port as to their decision had been issued. He 
suggested that a committee of the House 
would be the proper body to ‘vestigate an 
important matter of that kind. 

An examination of the report of the Com- 
mittze on Public Accounts showed that the 
Minister had not merely arrogated to himself 
what ought to be the privilege of the House 
in a number of instances, but he had not 
exercised the supervision over departments 
that he should have done, if he was anxious 
to effect economies in them. 


Mr. DERRIG (F.F., Carlow-Kilkenny), in 


i seconding the amendment, said that the House 


was afforded no opportunity of scrutinising 
the State expenditure. He thought that there 
were abnormalities in the Civil Service owing 
to the manner in which the ¢dministration 
was set up, and the fact that the Minister 
was compelled to take over administration 
hased on the British model. In that matter 
there was a case for re-examination. 


AGRICULTURE’S PLIGHT. 

The depression in the agricultural industry 
was incontrovertible, and there was no pro- 
spect of giving t@ agriculturists the same 
standard of living that was being demanded 
for people in the Civil Service and other 
vceupations drawing Government salaries. The 


I Government in the circumstances should have 
| taken steps to reduce salaries at the top, a 


vesture that would have shown to the coun- 
try their realisation of the actual « onditions. 

He urged that a reduction in the expendi- 
ture and personnel of the Civil Service in 
order to bring administration into equilibrium 
with the circumst#nces of the people, was 
necessary, and said that the Minister had no 
justification whatever for increases in non 
productive services. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly), said that 
the Labour Party proposed to vote for the 
amendment as a protest against the Govern- 
ment’s policy in regard to unemployment, 
housing and other matters affecting the well- 
being of the citizens. In the matter of un- 
employment, the figures quoted by the Minister 
for Industry and Commerce as being regis. 
tered on the live register, “were un- 
reliable and did not represent the 
actucl numbers of unemployed in the 
towns. and villages He ouoted figures 


| collected by Labour officials in Balbriggan, 


Bray, Dunmanway, Macroom, Tralee and 
Newbridge, showing that the actual number 
unemployed were far in excess of those on 
the live register, and said that the 
live register was nothing more than a fake. 
HOUSING PCLICY. 

In the matter of housing, the policy of 
the Government, he said, had worked out to 
the detriment of the local authorities, and 
to the advantage of private individuals, who 
built houses to sell and not to rent. He 
referred to an offer received by the Leix 
County Board of Health from an Anglo-Irish 
friendly society of a loan of £35,000 at five 
cent. for sixty-one years, and wanted to 
know if the Ministry would rrovide better 
facilities than was provided sy that society. 
If not, the Leix Board would be obliged 
to accept the offer and proceed with its 
scheme under those conditionse 

THE BRITISH MODEL. — 

Mr. GOOO (Ind., Dublin Co.) criticised the 
system of modelling their government and 
administration largely upon that of Great 
Britain. While that might be the best form 
for that country, which administered to some 
44,000,000 or 45,000,000 people, he had yet 
to be convinced that it was the best for a 
State containing slightly under 5,000,000. 

With regard to the appointment of a de- 
partmental committee to go into the ques- 
tion of economies, he doubted if a com- 
mittee of that kind cowld do much good. A 
committee of deputies would be no better. 
What they wanted was a committee of ex- 
perts, such as the European experts who 
gave them valuable advice on ‘technical educa-* 
tion and the Shannon scheme. Let them 
get the opinion of men of standing and ex- 
perience of the problems the country was 
faced with, and pay those men the fee that 


might be required, and have their views.

Mr. MULLINS added that he would like 
to get an assurance from the: Minister for 
Justice in regard to the vote for secret service 
that it was not the Government policy go stir 
up again the embers of civil war in the 
State, or the practice of the Government to 
ask the Dai: to vote money for the creation 
of crime. 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said that the 
reduction of £246,000, as shown in the esti- 
mates to have taken place as compared with 
the previous year, had not been effected by 
any economies made by the Government. Did 
the Government really believe that the same 
sum would not be required for relief this year 
as was required last year? The number of 
registered unemployed was higher this year 
than it was two years ago, and if it was going 
up surely the Government should not be so 
optimistic as to cut the relief fund from 
£300,000 to £140,000. Economies could not 
he carried out at the expense of unemploy- 
ment. 


THE BEET SUGAR FACTORY. 

During the last few weeks, however, they 
found the Carlow Beet Sugar Factory saying 
that they were prepared to pay only 38s. per 
ton to the beet grower, a reduction in price 
from 46s., amounting to £4 per acre. ‘The 
beet growers maintained that they could not 
grow beet at that price, and had now 
threatened not to grow any beet unless the 
factory increased its price. Notwithstanding 
that they found £54,000 more for the Carlow 
beet factory this year than last year, the 
Government. in presenting this estimate, 
should have had regard to the way in which 
the factory was treating the growers of beet; 
but all that they said was that they were 
bound by a contract entered into a few years 
ago—a contract that enabled a foreign com- 
hine to come here and take the profits out of 
the country. 

Mr. HENNESSY (Govt.. Cork E.) said that 
Dr. Ryan, in a lengthy speech, had merely 
touched the fringe of their problems, but 
neither he nor any of hisc olleagues in Fianna 
Fail had put forward a constructive sugges- 
tion as to how economies could be effected. 

CIVIL SERVANTS’ BONUSES. 

Mr. CORRY (F.F., Cork E.) opposed the 
payment of cost-of-living bonuses to civil 
servants getting salaries of £1,500°a year. A 
sum of £326,000 was being paid in bonuses ‘on 
salaries of over £400. He also protested 
against an item of £252 in respect of a grand 
piano for the Governor-General, who, he 
pointed out, received a salary of £26,000, 
while even the employment insurance stamps 
for his servants were paid for by the State. 

Mr. BOLAND (F.F. Roscommon) com- 
plained that the Dail Eireann Loan section of 
the Ministry of Finance cost £4,000 a year, 
and declared that it was false economy to con- 
tinue this department in order to avoid a 
possible risk of over-paying £1,000 to sub- 
scribers. He wished to know when it was 
expected that the last of the subscriptions 
would be paid off. This was a serious matter 
in his constituency, where most of the moneys 
subscribed was still unpaid. 

Mr. HOGAN (Lab., Clare) asked for assur- 
ance from the Government that they were 
making serious efforts to solve the housing 
and unemployment problems. He maintained 
that the Government had failed in regard to 
both problems. That was why the Labour 
Party would vote against them. 

Mr. MacENTEE (Fianna Fail, Dublin Co.) 
said that ihe estimate of £21,921,000 did not 
represent the total amount of the expenditure 
during the coming year. There was an 
additional sum of £4,600,000, which would be 
paid out of the Central Fund, and which 
would he raised bv taxation; so that the total 
cost of administration during the coming year 
would he something in the nature of 


£26,521 ,000. 
NO QUORUM. 

At this stage 

Mr. DE VALERA called the attention of 
the Deputy Speaker to the fact that there was 
not a quorum in the House, 

A few additional members immediately took 
their seats and it was not found necessary 
to interrupt the proceedings. 

Mr. MacENTEE, continuing, referred to 
the question of the adverse trade balance, 
and said that he helieved that that was being 
paid for by realisation of other investments 
abroad.

HOUSING BILL AT AN 
EARLY DATE. 
Mr. ELYTHE, Minister for Finance, in 


replying, said that the whole atmosphere of 
the debate had been unreal. They had the 


leader of the Fianna Fail Party and his | 


colleagues pleading for economy, whilst their 
attitude generally in that House was to 
advocate measures which would increase taxa- 
tino, State activity and administrative ex- 
penseg. If these schemes were adopted it 
would add more to the cost of running the 
State than they might gain by any economies 
that had been suggested in this debate. 

He felt that the ‘suggestions made hr 
Fianna Fail had not been made with any 
desire to lighten the burden of the people or 
to assist the economic life of the country, 
hut were besed on political spite, arising out 
of recent history. 

Those who had gone closely into the ques- 
tion held that in this country it was impos- 
sible to modify seriously the system of police 
which was in force, As regards the Army, 
he knew there were le in the House who 
held that they should have no Army at all, 
hut, speaking from the point of view of ex- 
ternal relations, he did not think that in the 
present state of world affairs it would be safe 
for any State to be without a certain means 
of military defence. 

THE ARMY. 

What exactly it would be possible to do 
later on in the way of defence could not now 
be determined. . Sete of military opera- 
tions ‘which might be cheap and effective for 
the purpose could not now be established, 
becaus> they would probably lead to a recrr- 
rence of the conditions that existed in 1922.

Dealing with unemployment, the Minister 
said that he had been told by the Minister 
of Industry and Commerce that in certain 
districts the estimates of unemployed were 
exaggerated, and that it was necessary to 
check them very carefully. Government 
activities towards dealing directly with un- 
employment might have no effect at all, 
because expenditure out of taxation for this 
purpose placed a burden on certain indus- 
tries, which found it no longer economic to 


carry on. 
TARIFFS. 

Mr. BLYTHE announced that the new 
Housing Bill was being prepared by the 
Local Government Department, and would 
be ready at a fairly early date. Speaking 
of tarifis, he pointed out that the money 
that came out of the taxpayers’ pockets was 
greater than the amount of revenue ob- 
tained, but said that a Customs tariff was 
the most effective means of getting new 
industries started and relatively weak ones 
lifted up. 

Replying to an ponte yo from Mr. 
Good, Mr. BLYTHE agreed that money ob- 
tained thus had its reactions, and said that 
that was one of the reasons why the 
Government refused to be pushed into 
tariffs for everything, and _—_ they had 
every tariff spoliestion thoroughly examined 
by persons as imnartial as could be found. 

ECONOMY COMMITTEE. 

With regard to the Economy Committee. 
the Minister disclosed that it was ver¥ near 
the end of its work, and that a report would 
be presented at a relatively early date. 
While they had not made payments as large 
as they had expected concerning the old Dail 
Loan , ar the past twelve months, the time 
had arrived when big payments would be 
made.

CARRIED. 


The debate on the second reading of the In- 
toxicating Liquor Bill was resumed. 

Mr. KENT (F.F., Cork W.) said that he 
thought the Minister for Justice would be 
well advised to withdraw the bill altogether. 

Mr. BATT O’CONNOR (Govt., Dublin Co. ), 
in supporting the bill, advocated the opening 
of public-houses for three hours on St. 
Patrick's Day. He would like to see an 
amendment introduced that would do away 
with the “ split hour ” in the poor cities. 

Dr. WHI (Govt., Waterford) said that 
he would vote for the bill because he did not 
want to see the people treated as hothouse 
plants. 

Mr. MacENTEE (F.F., Dublin Co.) 
objected to the measure, because it was in 
opposition to the — public feeling which 
existed in favour of the closing of public- 
houses on St. Patrick's Day. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Government, Dublin 
County) characterised the Fianna Fail argu- 
ments as pure hypocrisy. | 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister for 
Justice, replying, said that the bill was a 
simple one, honestly brought in for the honest 
purpose of carrying out the recommendations 
of the Liquor Commission. It had been said 
during the debate that pressure had been 
brought to bear on the Government by the 
licensed trade, and that the bill had been 
framed at their dictation. Anybody who knew 
the constitution of the Liquor Commission 
must know that dictation would be absolutely 
imposible. 

With reference to the “split” hour, the 
Minister said that that had been considered 
by the Commission, and they had recom- 
mended that it be retained with certain small 
alterations. 

Dealing with the St. Patrick’s Day open- 
ing, Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney said that 
it would be a retrograde step to open 
public-houses if they intended having total 
prohibition, but it was not a retrograde step 
if their aim was to have orderly regulation 
of the sale of drink. 

Unless the Opposition could prove that the 
opening would lead to abuses there was no 
case for treating St. Patrick’s Day otherwise 
than Sundays. The whole thing rested upon 
whether it would lead to abuses or not.

THE TWOPENNY 
RATE QUESTION. 


DEFEAT OF: PROPOSAL TO 
' MAKE IT OPTIONAL. 


On the Committee stage of the Agriculture 
Bill, 1930, in the Senate yesterday, 
Mr. Linehan moved an amendment 
which sought to make the striking of 
a twopenny -raté for agriculture 
optional instead of compulsory. The 
amendment was rejected by thirty 
votes to nine, and the bill passed- 
through Committee. 


Connolly opposed the final reading 
of the Public Health (Special Ex- 
penses) Bill. He suggested an alterna- 
tive ‘method of providing sewerage 
and water supplies in the country 
and of apportioning the cost. The 
bill was passed by twenty-five votes 
to eight. 


The Legitimacy Bill was given a second 
reading, and referred to a Special 
Committee of the Senate. A number 
of bills were passed. 


THE AGRICULTURE 


BILL. 
—— &— — . 
OBJECTION TO COMPULSORY 


RATE, 


Mr. WESTROPP BENNETT (Chairman) 
presided. 

On the Committee stage of the Agriculture 
Bill, 1930, 

Mr. LINEHAN moved an amendment, 
which sought to make the striking of a two- 
penny rate for agriculture optional instead of 
compulsory. He said that there had been no 
attempt made to reduce the rates. He really 
believed that the Government were not aware 
of the position of the agricultural community, 
because, if they were, the last thing they 
would do would be to increage the rates. The 
Government should not apply compulsion to 
the county councils. 

Sir JOHN KEANB, in seconding the 
amendment, said that, with the exception of 
three county councils, all the others had 
adopted the rate. If those bodies had done so 
voluntarily, why not leave well alone? The 
Government was wrong in introducing. this 
principle of compulsion, and those three 
county councils should be allowed to do what 
they considered best. If they admitted the 
principle of compulsion they did not know 
where it would stop, or what would happen 
next. 

Colonel] MOORE said that it was always 
‘* Must, must, must ’’—a policy that never 
did any good. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, said 
that this slight increase: in the rate was 
necessary, as otherwise the schemes should 
be reduced, because they had not now avail- 
able a fund on which. they were able to 
draw hitherto. The schemes were prepared 
when they had a rate of a penny three. 
farthings, when taxation wag bringing in twice 
as much, and when they had a fund to which 
he had referred. The county Councils were 
informed by the Department as to what it 
was proposed to do, and not one protest 
was received from any of the county councils. 

Mr. LINEHAN—Did you ask them for 
their opinion? 

Mr. HOGAN—We told them what we were 
about to do, and we have not received a 
single protest. é 

Mr. O'FARRFLL said that it was the duty 
of the State to interfere when local authorities 
refused to do their duty. He looked upon 
the amendnient as a storm in a teacup. 

The amendment was rejected by thirty 
votes te nine. 

It was agreed, on the motion of Mr. Milroy, 
to insert a new section as follows :—* The 
Mussels, Periwinkles and Cockels (Ireland) 
Act, 1898, shal] be included in the group of 
Acts which may be cited as the Fisheries 
Acts, 1842 to 1925.”’ 

The bill passed the cammittee stage, and 
the report stage was fixed for Wednesday 
next.

When the Public Health (Special Expenses} 
Bill came up for final consideration,

done with regard to sewerage and water 
supply. His plan was that if the County 
Councils were going to have responsibility 
for carrying out such schemés, the only 
method lkely to achieve that purpose was 
for the County Councils to adopt a series 
of systems necessary for the county and to 
schedule these on a county basis, and that 
au equitable rate be struck, the area of 
greatest benefit to be taxed to the greatest 
extent; districts not benefiting so much to 
pay a smaller tax, with a small contribution 
from the State. 

Mr. COMYN opposed the bill, on the 
ground that there was no clear definition 
of what. a district was. His main objection 
t> the measure was that it would put the 
greater part of the burden of the cost of 
sewerage and water supply upon the farmers, 
who would derive no benefit. 

Sir JOHN. KEANE supported the bil! 
hecause, as he said, it could not do much 
harm. 

The bill was passed bh: twenty-five votes 


to eight.

On one 
ten-inch record we have Preludes No. 4 


and No. 6 from Opus 28, and the Etude in 
C Major from Opus 10. Another delight- 
ful chamber music record is that of the 
Poltronieri Quartet’s playing of two move- 
ments by Boccherini. This also is a ten- 
incl. dise in the Columbia list. 

Chamber music of a sole gharacter in- 
cludes the flute solos, ‘‘ Fantaisie 
Characteristique ’’ and “ Air and Horn- 
pipe,” played by Edith Penville, and 
‘Lament ’”’ and ‘Londonderry Áir,” 
arranged for viola, and played by Lionel 
Tertis. These are Columbia records. 

The record of Cortot’s playing of the 
Hungarian Rhapsody No. 11 is extremely 
brilliant. Mischa Levitski, known hitherto 
for his playing of Lisztpianoforte works, 


Scherzo No. 3. 

In his Jatest recorded organ performance 
Marcel Dupre plays .the Allegro from 
Widor’s Sixth Symphony. The beautiful 
combination of ‘violoncello with organ is 
represented bv‘ a disc giving recotd of 
Beatrice Harrison playing to Mr. Herbert 
Dawson’s accompaniment of a Sarabande 
by Handel and the ‘‘ Orientale ’’ of Cesar 
Cer.’

An Trish Pearl Fisheru. 


I have just been reading an extract from 
the Down Survey, which gives an account 
of pearl-fishing as it was carried out on 


the River Bann about two hundred and | 


fifty vears ago. The pearls were fonnd in 
fresh-water mussels, the shells of 
which were fastened by two cartilages, 


large 
at each end. 
the river, hecause they were tha exact 
colour of the stones beneath, until their 
valves opened, when the white flesh of the 
fish and the pearl lining of its shell he- 
came visible. The toe or lower end of the 
shell usually contained the pearl. Some 
of them fetched considerable prices. 
ranging from three to thirty pounds were 
paid for good specimens. and local land 
owners whose estates adjoined the river 
are said to have made large profits. 

The method of fishing seems to have 
been very simple. In the summer months. 
when the river was low and clear, the 
fishers waded out into the water, and 
scooped up the mussels from the bottom 
of the river with spades made for the pur- 
pose. This could only be done where the 
river was shallow. and the writer in the 
“ Survey ' suggests that, if dredgers were 


used to explore the deep waters, they would |

CALL FOR FURTHER 
LEGISLATION,

ENNISCORTHY, Wednesday. 

HE problem of a clean milk supply for 

3 the people is being tackled by the 

County Wexford Board of Health, under 

the direction of the County Medical Officer, 

Dr. Bastible, aud a campaign will be Jaunched 

with the object of making cow-keepers realise 

their obligations in the interests of public 
health. 

A survev of conditions in the county made 
by Dr. Bastible revealed the fact that the 
Dairies and Cowsheds Order of 1908 was 
argely ignored by cow-keepers. and, in view 
of the fact that new Jegisiation on the grad- 
ing and classification of milk is foreshadowed, 
he asked the Health Board to make the 


i908 Order effective. 

The position was discussed at the monthly 
meeting of the Board. 

Dr. Bastible told the Board that the 
owners of dairies and milk shops in the 
county did not realise their statutory 
obligations. When he made an inspection 
through the county recently, he found that 
cow-keepers were surpriséd that they were 
bound to provide a certain amount of proper 
ventilation, lighting, flooring and drainage in 
cow-byres, and that they could be penalised 
by the law for neglecting these details. He 
said, however, that the cow-keepers were 
fairly willing to observe the regulations once 
they knew of them. 

Dr. Bastible’s report also revealed the fact 
that. despite the annual issuing of novices by 
the Health Board directing owners of dairies 
and milk shops to register their premises, 
the number who comply is very much below 
what one would expect. In Wexford urban 
area there are none registered, while there

MENACE TO INFANTS. 


Correspondence which was read from the 
Irish Clean Milk Society pointed out the 
necessity for further le®fSlation to improve 
the milk supply in the Irish Free State, in 
view of the danger to public health, par- 
ticularly to infants and children. 

Colonel R. F. Wemyss Quin said that the 
first test for clean “milk was that it would 
keep fresh for ninety-six hours. There was 
very little milk in Ireland that would pass 
this test. What was known as Grade A 
milk in England was a verv different article 
to Grade A milk here. Grade A milk in 
London sold for 5s. a gallon. 

Chairman (Mr. M. J. Jordan, T.D.)}—The 
Health Board are looking for milk at 9d. 
and 10d. a gallon. 

Mr. Gaul proposed a resolution asking the 
Free State Gqvernment to pass legislation to 
control and improve the milk supply. 

The Chairman remarked that the consumer 
wovld hive to, pay for the control. 

Miss O'Ryan—Certainly. Whe price goes 
up every tune the milk changes hands, and, 
as the consumer was the last to handle it, hé 
had to pay for all. 


GRADE A MILK. 


Dr. Bastible pointed out that the ccntem. 
plated legislation would follow the lines of 
the English Act. It did not mean that all 
dairies must have Grade A milk. It only 
meant that dairies guaranteeing their milk 
to be Grade A would be subject to inspection 
to see that they conformed with the stringent 
standards laid . down, There would he 
nothing to prevent the production of ordinary 
milk by the ordinary dairy. 

Regarding the enforcement of the 1908 
Order, Dr. Bastible asked the Board to send 
notices individually to all the dairy and 
cow-owners in the eouhtv, ‘to ensure that 
they would know their obligations in the 
future. 

The Board decided unanimously to comply 
with the sequest of the medical officer of 
health, and Also passed a resolution asking 
for further legislation for milk control.

‘tion, it was well deserved. Replying to 
Mr. King, the Prime Minister sustained 
the idea of trade agreements within the 
Empire, based on reciprocal preferences, 
and declared that his Government would 
continue to make such agreements when- 
ever they were possible. As an imperialist, 
he urged Canada’s right to negotiate her 
own treaties with any part of the Empire, 
and to prohibit by high tariffs the en- 
croachment of other countries. The 
principle of Mr. Bennett's contentions 
cannot be denied. They are certainly 
more likely to take effect than the hesitant 
policy advocated by the Libera] leader. 
Mr. King maintains that Britain ought 
to be approached in a conciliatory 
manner “in an endeavour to create an 
atmosphere of friendliness with a view 
to discovering common ground.” This 
is a pretty policy, but its efficacy 
is likely to be smal] against a Government 
that is frankly disinterested in the welfare 
of the Empire. Canada, indeed, has made 
more than one gesture of good-will to 
Britain. Her embargo on Russian coal 
and other products has led to the buying 
of more Welsh coal.

Aerodromes. 


The Aerodromes Committee of the Royal | 


Institute of British Architects has 
issued an interim report which will be of 
high value to all Irishmen concerned with 
the future of civil aviation in the Free 
State. Dealing with the provision of aero- 
dromes in Great Britain, it points out that 
the’ country “cannot be considered 
adequately equipped for the flying of the 
next ten years yntil there are landing 
places of sufficient size and safety, 
properly marked and with a fixed 
minimum of equipment, at intervals of not 
more than twenty miles.”’ Along con- 
gested routes the intervals ought to 
be still smaller. A number of the landing 
places would be in comparatively unpopu- 
lated districts, and thus would be fitted 
for use merely in case of emergency. The 
majority, however, would be close to towns 
and to the railways and roads that serve 
them. These latter would not be mere 
landing-places, but would demand al! the 
amenities of a fully-equipped aerodrome. 
Some useful information is given on the 
selection of sites. They ought to be free 
from fog and low cloud. Hence they must 
not be placed too close to towns from which 
the prevailing wind will blow smoke and 
dust over them, or near any large expanse 
of water, which is liable to breed ground 
mists and fogs. Very high ground, again, 
is unsuitable, since it is apt to be pervaded 
by low cloud. The report concludes that

GUARDS CHARGE 
PRISONERS. 


SIX CONVICTS REPORTED 
SHOT.

From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
JOLIET, ILLINOIS, Wednesday. 
IRE broke out to-day at the new State- 
ville Prison, one of.the finest penal 
institutions in the world, and the sound 
of rioting and shooting were heard within 
the walls. 

Madapaver men who hurried to the 
scene were ejected at the gates by armed 
guards. 

The trouble began with the arrival of 
the boy murderer, Nathan Leopold, and a 
group of nineteen prisoners who were 
being transferred from the old prison, 
where a riot broke out last week. 

The Warden summoned the State Militia 
this afternoon, and the troops should 
arrive to-night. 

It is reported that the prison dining- 
hall, kitchen and laumiry have been 
gutted by the flames. The walls of the 
penitentiary swarmed with armed guards, 
and the shouts of the convicts were 
punctuated with the bark of guns from the 
watch towers. 

Scores of police surrounded the building, 
whose walls with billows of smoke and 
tongues of flame could be seen for miles. 
One newspaper man who managed to enter 
the prison saw fifty guards charge a mob 
of a hundred convicts and drive the 
prisoners to the cells with tear gas bombs. 

At three o’clock flames could be seen to 
bear from the roofs of two cell blocks, 
but it is not known whether they were 
occupied. Four companies of infantry are 
hurrying from Chicago, whence two squads 
of police, armed with machine guns, have 
also been despatched. 

It is reported that six convicts have 
been shot, but official news is lacking. 

It is definitely known, however,. that 
at least three have been shot, one through 
the forehead.

If there is one 
point on which intelligent British and 
Indian judgment have so far been com- 
pletely unanimous, it is that, whatever 
may happen in the future, the work of 
the Conference itself has had an imme- 
diate and, perhaps, a permanent value 
beyond all the expectations of those who 
convened it; but a debate in the Lords is 
always worth while, when so great a sub- 
ject, requiring so much real knowledge and 
experience, is under discussion. 

The discussion yesterday—weighty, sober 
and dignified, as all such discussions are— 
should have succeeded, at all events, in 
dispelling two further illusions which were 
implicit in the motion before the House. 
It was appropriate that Lord Peel, who 
represented the Conservatives at the 
Round Table, should admit that the 
Simon report was neither ignored nor re- 
jected by the delegates to the Conference, 
but did, in fact, permeate all their de- 
liberations, and formed the basis, so far as 
it was still applicable to the situation, of 
most of their constructive work.

Mrs. C. B. Miller, of Glendale, Cali- 
fornia, and Mrs. Dallas R. White, of 
St. Helena, California, both Seventh Day 
Adventists, were attacked in their sleep 
at Yunnan-fu on Sunday night. 

One was found dead on Monday morn- 
ing, and the other died in Yunnan-fu 
Hospital shortly afterwards. 


BLOWS WITH HATCHETS, 


Mrs. White’s two children were there 
when their mother was killed, but neither 
of them was harmed. 

The murderers, described as discharged 
servants, dealt blow after blow with 
hatchets at the women’s heads, fracturing 
their skulls. 

The husbands of the murdered women 
are at Tali-fu, two hundred miles to the 
north-west of Yunnan-fu. 

Both families arrived in China in 1926, 
and Mr. and Mrs. White were in Nanking 
during the disturbances there in 1927. 

No arrests have vet been made in con- 
nection with the outrage. ;

Mrs..M. 8, Kettle presided, the. outdoor .

essrs. Corway and Healy, 


reported that for last week 7,018 families had 


received relief involving an expenditure of 
£3,741 17s., a slight decrease compared: with 
the previous week. They pointed out, how- 
ever, that there was likely to be an increase 
of £30 in the present week. 

These officers submitted a letter in which 
they stated that the dispute in the building 
vo showed ‘no sign of terminating, and a 
large number of men thrown out of employ- 
merft were in receipt of outdoor relief for the 
last two months, and they recommended that 
an order to discharge all cases directly 
affected by the strike be made as from the 
3lst inst., the end of the financial year. In 
support of this the supervisors stated that 
they considered it an injustice to the rate- 

ayers to continue to assist in maintaining 
the families of these men in the circum- 
stances. 

The officers also pointed out that a 1um- 
ber of workers involved in the wages disphte 
at the Greenmount Spinning Company, 
Harold’s Cross, were now applying for relief. 
This was another ,case, they stated, in which, 
if relief were given to the parties concerned, 
they would be maintained at the expense of 
the rates whilst employment was open to 
them. In the circumstances, the supervisors 
pointed out that they could not recommend 
outdoor relief to the persons directly 


affected. 
THE CASE OF THE DESTITUTE. 


Mrs. Kettle said that she did not see how 
the Committee could refuse relief to any 
family in destitute gircumstances.. They could 
not go into the merits or demerits of any 
trade dispute. 

Supervisor Corway said it meant that any 
employ¢s who were dissatisfied with the 
wages they were receiving could go out on 
strike in the belief that they would receive 
eutdoor relief.

HE annuál estimate of rates for Bray for 
| the year ending the 3lst March ‘next 
was submitted to Mr. J. P. Meghen, 
B.E., Commissioner for Bray, yesterday. 
The-sum of £24,130 is required to meet the 
ordinary requirements, less a sum of £4,810 
for probable receipts and excess asséts leavin 
a sum of £19,320 to bewprovided. To this 
must be added to. meet irrecoverable 
rates and rebates on rates on Council pro- 
perty. The amount needed to meet the 
ordinary requiremhents was £19,920. 
This will necessitate a rate of 12s. 2d. on a 
net rateable valuation of £32,800, which will 
produce £19,954, leaving a small surplus of 
£34 | 


The amount required for harbour purposes 
is £1,410, equal to a rate of 10d. in the £, or 
a gross town rate of 13s. in the &. 


INCREASED EXPENDITURE. 

Mr. McCaul, Town Clerk, pointed out that 
increased expenditure during the past year 
was caused by spendin on roads, £119 
on administration, £1.192 on sanitary works 
and baths, £206 on the Esplanade, £480 on 
law costs and social services, £249 on income 
tax on workmen’s dwellings, assessments in 
excess of the estimated sum. A sum of £204 
for repairs to the South Pier and £266 for a 
crane were also in excess of the estimate. 

The loan oharges were increased from 
£6,950 to £8.500, principally due to the 
necessity to include £1,680 to cover interest 
and: yearly repayment charge in respect of 
overdraft loan of £12, It would be 
necessary to raist another penny in the £1 
for vocational education. 

The valuation of the district was increased 
from £35,910 to £36,493, but owing to the 
allowances for new buildings and for houses 
built under the Housing Acts, allowances for 
fisheries and Electricity Supply Board mains, 
the town rate will be only about £32, 
These allowanccs represent a loss for town 
rate purposes of 2s. 3d. in the £ 

The Town Clerk added that figures were 
not yet available to fix the poor rate. 


COMMISSIONER’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Meghen, the Commissioner, said that 
the demand showed an increase of 1s. in the 
town rate. For the first time for some years 
the #stimatad rate covered all the prospective 
liabilities of the Council. ‘That had been 
managed by funding the outstanding liabili- 
ties at £12,000 for a period of ten years. 

Lhis was the last rate:that he would strike, 
as his period of office would endjin June. He 
thought he could safely say that he was 


_leaving his successors in office a rate: which 


was sufficient to meet all the expenditure for 
the coming year. Some of his critics might 
say that his administration had not. yielded 
satisfactory results. He had shown’ that the 
amount funded was not incurred «by over- 
expenditure on his part., The: present rate 
would not be possible only for, the economies 
effected in the administration of .the town 
during his period of office. itn 


THE ELECTRIC LIGHT.

COLLAPSE OF A 
COFFER-DAM. 
WORKMEN CAUGHT BY 
THE WATER. 


HERE was a good deal of excitement on 
ay the quays in Dublin yesterday, when 
the walls of an emcasément in the 
Liffey near the Butt Bridge collapsed, owing, 
it is believed, to the pressure of the tide, and 
a number of men were caught by the inrush 
of the water, 

A new bridge is being erected across the 
river at that point, and workmen have been 
putting down the foundations since last 
Christmas. 

Immediately after the accident two boats 
put off from the quayside and picked up the 
men who were in the water. One of them, 
Thomas Purdy, a carpenter, who suffered 
from the shock of immersion, was taken to 
Jervis street Hospital. 


THE COFFER-DAM. 


The dam that collapsed consisted of inter- 


strutted with heavy timber logs. The space 
within the dam walls covered an area of 
roughly 1,000 square yards. 

It was closed last Friday, when the water 
inside was pumped out by two eléctrically- 
operated pumps. The objact of this coffer- 
dam was to enable the construction of “he 
foundations of the north pier and the north 
abutmént.of the new bridge in the dry, 
and to assure a solid’ bénd in the rock. 

Yesterday a number of men were at work 
within this coffer-dam when, shortly after 
high tide, when the. difference in the level 
of the water inside the dam and that of the 
level of the river outside was, roughly, 
twelve feet, a crackling roise was heard. 
Some of the timber struts collapsed, and 
the outer side of the dam caved in. 


WORKMEN’S ESCAPE. 

About twenty men were at the time exca- 
vating the abutment of the old bridge. They 
were able to climb out of the dam before 
the water reached them, but some carpenters 
who were working on the timber struts were 
caught unawares, and several of them, in- 
cluding Purdy, were thrown into the river. 

A five-ton crane, which had been erected 
on a staging of timber piles within the dam, 
was endangered by. the collapse of some of

Following the voluntary winding-up of 
Irish Associated Creameries, Limited, at 
a meeting of creamery managers in 
Dublin last week, it now seems probable 
that we shall have a return to individual 
trading in the marketing of butter. 

The proposal to form a new tradin 
association to replace the lrish Associa 
Creameries, provided that a Government 
grant of £20,000 was obtained, in addition 
to £10,000 subscribed by member 
creameries, is not regarded as practical 
polities by le in authority. As a 
matter of fact, although a meeting of all 
the creameries has been called for Thurs- 
day next, the 26th imst., no deputation 
had waited on the Minister for Agricul- 
ture up to yesterday regarding the pro- 
posed grant in aid of the new scheme. 

As the butter-making season is rapidly 
returning, it is believed by those with 
experience of the trade that a new scheme 
could not be set in operation soon 
enough, and that there must be a con- 
siderable return to individual marketing. 
If this can be conducted without cut- 
throat competition between the various 
créeameries so much the better, but ex- 
perience does not give hope of any such

time over forty-four hours a week as time-

A Revenue petition rélating to the payment 
of estate duty on the amount of four policies 
of assurance for £1,000 each came on for 
hearing. 

The petition was brought by Arthur Samuel 
Coulter, of Seatown Sense, Dundalk, and 
Robert James Coulter, of Ivor House, Gold- 
tops, Monmouth, legal personal representa- 
tives of Elizabeth Coulter, formerly Elizabeth 
McCulloch, and trustees of an indenture of 
settlement executed by her on her marriage 
with her second husband, Joseph Arthur 
Coulter, deceased ; and in their petition they 
stated that; before her second marriage Eliza- 
beth Coulter, then Elizabeth McCulloch, 
effected four policies of assurance on her own 
life, each for the sum of £1,000, and by an 
indenture of settlement executed before her 
marriage with Joseph Arthur Coulter it was 
agreed that on the marriage these policies of 
assurance and some property in Dundalk 
should be settled on trust “sr Joseph Arthur 
Coulter im manner set out. Joseph Arthur 
Coulter made his will, by which he directed 
that the sums assured by the four policies 
should be divided among his five children in 
certain shares, and after making other dis- 
positions bequeathed the residue of his per- 
sonal estate to Elizabeth Coulter. He died in 
October, 1901, having paid the premiums on 
the policies during his life, and on his death 
the Commissioners of Inland Revenue claimed 
that estate duty became payable by the execu- 
tors on the policy moneys, and assessed tho 
sum at £1,850. The executors paid the estate« 
duty. Elizabeth Coulter paid the premiums 
from the death ot Joseph Arthur Coulter, and 
on her death the estate duty on the full 
amount of thé policy moneys had been 
claimed by the Commissioners of Inland 
Revenue from the petitioners, as trustees of 
the indenture of settlement, and the peti- 
tioners had paid the duty under protest. They 
submitted that the decision cf the Revenue 
Commissioners that the policy moneys were 
liable to estate duty as being property pass- 
ing or deetned to pass on the death of Eliza- 
beth Coulter was erroneous, and they asked 
for a declaration that the moneys were not 
chargeable with estate duty as pro- 
perty passin or deemed _ to ass 
on ‘te deat of -.ibrabeth Coulter, 
and that they were entitled to ig sg of 
so much of the estate duty paid by them in 
respect of her own free estate as represented 
an increase of duty thereon in consequence of 
aggregation of the proceeds thereof, together 
with interest. 

The Revenue Comimssioners, their 
answer, maintained their claim on the 
grounds that the policies were not settled 
property within the meaning of Sections 5 (2) 
and 22 (1) h.i., of the Fimance Act, 1894, and 
that even upon the assumption that the 
policies were settled property within the 
meaning of these sections, the petitioners 
were not entitled to any relief under Section 
5 (2) of the Finance Act, 1884, and Section 
14 of the Finance Act, 1914. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C.; Mr. Poole, and Mr. 
Hamill (instructed by Messrs. Dickie, Coulter 
and Hamill) appeared for the petitioners; and 
Mr. McCann, K.C.; Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., 
and Mr. O'Sullivan § (instructed by Mr. 
Collins, Revenue Solicitor) for the Revenue

Joseph Arthur Coulter got an absolute in- 
terest in the property, and was in a position 
to do what he liked with it.

INDIAN AFFAIRS 


LORD SANKEY AND 
THE CONFERENCE. 


GOVERNMENT’S “MONEY 
ON LORD IRWIN.” . 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 
HE future of India was debated in the 
- House oí Lords this evening, on a 
motion by the Duke oí Martborough 
calling for papers. His real object was to 
elicit from the Government some indication 
of the nature of the safeguards that will be 
introduced into any: scheme of self-govern- 
ment in India. 

The Lord Chancellor, in reply, made a 
general statement on the present situation. in 
India, but had very little to say on the sub- 
ect of safeguards. The position in India, 
e said, had greatly improved during the last 
two months, and, so far from having pro- 
duced an adverse effect upon Indian opinion, 
as the noble duke had suggested, the Round 
Table Conference had been of the greatest 
possible assistance in the attempt to frame a 
Constitution which would satisfy Indian 
opinion and, at the same time, preserve the 
interests of this country. 

THE DREAM COMING TO BIRTH. 

When the Indian Statutory Commission 
sat, they certainly had before them the idea 
of an All-Indian Federation, but they saw 
it “through a ‘glass darkly.”” Now it had 
entered into the realm of practical politics, 
and the dream of India was coming to birth, 
But a new Constitution fo India could not 
be produced at express speed, though,. for 
his own part, he did not believe that there 
was any Indian problem which was insoluble. 

It would be perfectly possible to draft a 
federal constitution which would be fair 
and just to everybody if the combined 
wisdom of the East and the West was 
brought into play. The future of India did 
not depend upon party mana@uvres, and he 
had no misgivings as to the ultimate result 
of their labours. Some people probably 
thought that the Round Table Conference 
was a mistake, but the Government hoped to 
be able to convince them that they were 
wrong. The more responsible the Indians 
became, the better- the proposed constitu- 
tion would werk. 

THE ALTERNATIVES. 

What were the alternatives? Did they 
want a contented India, or an India seething 
with sedition In either case some sacrifices 
would have to be made.. If they chose con- 
ciliations they would gain nearly all they 
wished, and lose but little; but if they 
resorted to repression their military ex- 
penditare would go up, and their trading 
receipts would go down, whilst difficulties of 
all sorts would increase and multiply. An 
appeal to force was the bankruptcy of states- 
wanship. They might impose peace, - but 
they would produce a desert. 

As it was, the future of India was, no 
longer in the melting pot. ‘the metal of 
the new constitution was. being hammered 
out. It was in the nature of things that 
sparks should fly, but sparks Were a moment 
seen, then gone for ever, whilst the true 
metal remained. It was too late to go back, 
and it ‘was impossible to stand still. To go 
forward was the least dangerous course, and 
it was the most honourable course. 

Farl Peel, a former Secretary of State for 
India, referring to the agreement between 
the Viceroy and Gandhi, expressed the hope 
that this was not a truce, but a peace. 

POSITION BETTERED. 

The Marquess of Reading said that he 
quite agreed with the Lord Chancellor, that 
the Round-Table Conference had very much 
bettered our position in India. It had, at 
alt events, served to dispel a great deal of 
the distrust and suspicion which formerly 
leading polwicians and representatives of all 
classes in India entertained in regard to the 
intentions of Great Britain. 

Safeguards, he continued, were indispens- 
He welcomed the agreement reached 
between Gandhi and the Viceroy, but was a 
httle doubtful as te how far the boycott 
might be said to have come to an end. 

Lord Licyd spoke of the danger of the 
Government s policy in taking away from 
the dentrol of the Imperial Parliament de- 
cisions as to the form of Government in 
India—Parliament would he committed to 
decisions long before it had a chance of de- 
bating them. A good deal had been said 
about, safeguards, but, with all good-will in 
the world, it would be difficult te put them 
into practice. India, in his opinion, was not 
yet fit for full self-government. 

Lord Passtield, in winding-up the debate, 
said that the Government were putting their 
money «n the Viceroy, Lord Irwin, in whom 
they have the most complete confidence. 

The House adjourned at 7.55 p.m. 
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HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


NAVAL ESTIMATES. 

The Commons took the report stage of the 
Naval estimates. 

Admiral Beamish, on the vote for 
congratulated the First Lord on having 
settled the differences’ between France and 
Italy, but said that he could not compliment. 
him on making things any easier for this 
country—the potential menace remained. 

Admiral Taylor expressed a similar view, 
remarking that there had been a complete 
reversal of our policy in the past, which was 
to provide such a force as would make us the 
greatest naval Power in the world. In our 
great haste to set an example to the world 
in the reduction of armaments, we had re- 
duced our naval strength beyond what it 
ought to be at a time when the general 
situation in regard to disarmament was still 
far from clear. 

FIRST LORD’S REPLY. 

Mr. Alexander (First Lord of the 
Admiralty) referred to the argument that by 
the Franco-Italian Agreement we had 
accepted something less than we had _ before 
the war, and said that it was not the Labour 
Government, but a Government of many years 
ago that decided that our naval strength 
strength should be of a one-power standard. 
It had been said that fifty cruisers were not 
sufficient, but fifty was the figure discussed 
at the period of the Washington Treaty, and 
now, ten years after, that figure had been 
fixed by treaty. Whilst his job at the 
Admiralty was to keep the Fleet efficient, it 
was not to prepare for war, but to stop the 
next war, and, therefore, he hoped that 
when they tried to make the necessary pro- 
vision for security they would not give 
utterance, in. a. responsible, legislative 
assembly, to remarks which were calculated 
to irritate people in other countries.

IRISH AND SCOTTISH 
INSTANCES. 


“Ireland and Scotland, in Song and His- 
tory,’’ was the subject of a lecture recital 
delivered in the Rathmines Town Hall. Dub 
lin, by John Brennz1 and Mr. G. Crofts. 
last night. The origin and historical im 
portance of famous Irish and Scottish songs 
were clearly described by John Brennan, and 
the songs were sung by Mr. Crofts. 

Much interest was added to the well-known 
national songs by a little knowledge of their 
origin, the lecturer said, There were a great 
many Scottish songs which dealt with the 
Stuart and early horder warfare times, and 
songs such as “Pennie Dundee’’ and “ A

the minds and outlook of the people. There 
was a close parallel hetween the opinions of 
the Irish and the Scots in Stuart times, and 
the support which the Jacobites got in Ire- 
land was, to a certain extent, due to the 
popular Scottish airs.

Indian Government securities have 
not fully held the sharp advance that followed 
the agreement with Gandhi, but they are well 
above the level current previously, and prices 
of British Government and Municipal Stocks 
have been well maintained. In the more 
speculative sections there has been a revival 
in South African gold and finance shares. 


Kattirs. 


This latter movement originated at. the 
Cape, Johannesburg having been an. active 
buyer of certain descriptions, but it has also 
been followed to some extent by the public 
here. Broadly-speaking, the.rise in prices was 
justified by the yields afforded on the basis of: 
recent dividends, and by the fact that the 
industry produces a commodity which cannot 
very well depreciate. In some cases the appre- 
ciation has been very substantial, and, 
a, has gone far enough for the present, 

ut so far there is nó sign of a reaction. The 
fact that during this week a big deal was 
completed in Consolidated Goldfields shares 
suggests that important interests consider that 
Kaffirs will rule at better prices in the future 
than obtained during the whole of last year. 
It is interesting to note that with the revival 
the developments reported have been of an 
encouraging character. For example, the 
annual report of the Crown Mines disclosed a 
very big increase in the ore reserves, while 
some other properties have reported favour- 
able progress. Tin shares have also shown a 
fair improvement, helped by the better 
tendency of the metal and the Government 
sanction of the international quota scheme. 
This section would presumably benefit further 
from any improvement in general] trade condi- 
tions which would cause a further rise in the 
metal. 


Foreign Securities. 


Undoubtedly the outstanding feature of the 
go week or two is the appreciation in 
‘oreign Government and Municipal issues. 
The extent which prices have advanced 
has taken sonfe people by surprise. It is true 
that many stocks were previously obtainable 
on an extraordinarily high yield basis, and 
even now the returns indicated are excep. 
tional, but there was the latent fear that at 
any time the market might be upset by un- 
favourable political developments in Europe, 
while South America, of course, was affected 
by seriously adverse exchanges, in addition to 
which unsatisfactory economic conditions were 
temporarily aggravated by political disturb. 
emces. Rather curiously an explanation of 
the recovery in European securities is to be 
found in the current bulletin of the National 
City Bank of New York. In this it as 
eet out that as late as 1923 post-war 
itterness was still acute, the currency and 
banking systems of virtually all the countries 
were in a state of chaos, and on the surface 
at least the Continent seemed to have been 
bled beyond the power of recovery. Since 
then European resilience and recuperative 
vitality have been demonstrated, and now, 
after a decade of reconstruction and growing 
stability, with sound systems of currency and 
finance firmly established and central bank 
co-operation initiated by the Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements, there is ground for con- 
fidence in the ability and willingness cf 
“vropean nations to honour their debts. 


The Rise in German Loans. 


The improvement in prices has been very 
ronounced in German Government and 
Municipal issues, partlw because these had 
been severely depreciated by the Hitler agita- 
tion. Little is heard of that now and, as 
German statesmen,have spoken in a reassuring 
manner of the reparation question, a demand 
for German securities has followed. Since the 
beginning of the year the 5) per cent. Young 
Loan has risen from 694 to nearly 81, the 
7 per cent. Dawes Loan from 100 to 1043, 
and the Saxony Free State 6 per cent. issue 
from 75; to about 825. ‘There has been im- 
portant gains in Westphalia 7 per cent. and 
similar stocks. Among European securities 
that have not fully participated in the im- 
provement may be mentioned Danzig City 65 
per cent., Estonia 7 per cent., and Hungary 
Counties 73 per cent. Present prices of these 
give scope for appreciation. 


A Suggestion. 


Rumania 4 per cent. External, too, is prob- 
ably not over-valued at the current price of 
72, having regard to the fact that the Joan 
carries priority over all other external and ‘n- 
ternal indebtedness, present and future, while 
it is a first charge also on export taxes levied 
in sterling and paid into a special account. 
Further, the final redemption date is 1942. 
The interest dates are Ist June and 1st 
December, and bonds can be obtained for 
£20, £50, £100, £500 or £1,000. The out- 
standing amount of the loan is £1,728.500 out 
of an original total of £2,500,000.

Scme Possibi'ities. 


Some people have also been acquiring 
Cordoba Central Debenture issues. The 
present eer does not justify a purchase, 
but it is considered that the misfortunes of 
the company will be replaced by better condi- 
tions before very long, and .that as a lock-up 
these prior charge stocks will remunerate pur- 
chasers. Similarly, in the Brazilian group, 
Leopoldina issues have been steadily bought, 
desáite the apparent, inability of the exchange 
to recover materially from the present, excep- 
tionally low figure. Probably purchases have 
been induced in part by the pronounced 
strength of the Government securities, and 
the rise in these suggests a bef&ef that the 
economic position of Brazil is really better 
than might be imagined from the serious de- 
preciation “of the national currency.

SIR PERCIVAL PERRY’S PLEA FOR REVISION 
OF AUTOMOBILE TAXATION.

The second ordinary general meeting of 
Ford Motor Company, Ltd., was held yester- 
day at the Café Royal, Regent street, London, 
W.1, Sir Percival cane! K.B.E. (Chairman 
of the company), presiding. 

The Pees my r. H. 8. Cooper, A.C.A.) 
having read the notice convenin the meeting, 
the auditors’ report was read i Mr. T. G. 
Mellors, F.C.A. (of Messrs. Mellors, Basden 
and Mellors) . 

The Chairman said—The calendar year of 
1930 will probably be famous—or infamous— 
as a period of the greatest economic er 
and industrial depression through whic 
modern society has yet — Not only 
Great Britain and Europe, but every organised 
country in the world, has suffered similar 
experience. Even nature itself seems to have 
conspired to accentuate the discrepancies 
between supply and demand and compel a 
reconsideration of all previous theories and 
practice. 

INCREASED TRADING PROFIT. — 

It -is, therefore, with the more satisfaction 
that we are able to report to you that our 
trading profits for the 12 months ended dist 
December last are greater than were earned 
during the previous 14 months. i 

Beíore arriving at the — profit of just 
over one million pounds sterling, we have 
absorbed against revenue many expense items 
which are not of a permanently recurring 
nature. For sg Cás our reserves for de- 
preciation on machinery, pliant, tools and 
other equipment average 124 per cent. on the 
values as at 3lst December, 1929. We lost 
substantial sums in certain of our newly 
organised manufacturing departments. k 
lost I mean that, the cost of manufacture ! 

reater than the previous cost of importation. 

his is inevitable during a period while the 

management is learning the details of pro- 
duction and engaged in procuring, teaching 
and training labour, and supervision in the 
operations of new tools and machinery. 


THE DAGENHAM WORKS. 

A large proportion of orr capital, approach- 
ing £2,000.000, is locke] up at Dagenham, 
and not only entirely unremunerative, but 
actually involving additional expense until 
such time as the factory is completed and 
operating. No profits have been brought into 
account in respect of the item £3,106,560 
shares in affiliated companies. Neither have 
we charged interest upon the item £2,467,272 
loans to affiliated companies. 

The profits earned should, therefore, he 
regarded as remuneration upon the camtal 
actually employed in our trading which, in 
fact, ts lesa than one-third of our total 
resources. Obviously, it is expected that 
when locked up capital can be brought into 
employment we shall justify its expenditure 
and also obtain additional advantages by 
way of economies in present costs. Our 
earnings by way of interest on surplus funds 
last year were £48,300, whereas in the pre- 
ceding period our profits from this source 


were £150,055. 


PROGRESS OF ASSOCIATED 
COMPANIES. 

With regard to our associated companies. 
It is satisfactory to record that all of the re- 
organised European Ford campanies are in 
a much stronger zosition as a consequence 
of the past year a tradiny. The accounta 
of most of them have already been published, 
and details are laid on the table to-day and 
available for the perusal of anyone ine 
terested. 

Briefly, the results are as follows :— 

HOLLAND.—Proftt, 15.57 percent. higher 
than 1929. Recommended dividend, 20 per 
cent., as compared with 10 per cent. last 
year. 

BELGIUM —Dividend, 15 per cent. as 
compared with 13 per cent. last year. 

GERMANY.—Proht, 29.17 per cent higher 
than 1929. Dividend, 10 per cent., as com- 
pared with 10 per cent. last year. 

DENMARK.—PDroftt, 21.1 per cent. higher 
than 1929. Dividend, 10 per cent., as com- 
pared with 10 per cent. last year. 

SWEDEN.—Proft, 81.14 per cent. higher 
than 1929. Dividend, 10 per cent. cash, plus 
share bonus of one for every four shures held, 
as compared with 10 per cent. last year. 

FINLAND.—Propt, 59.2 per cent. higher 
than 1929. Dividend, 10 per cent., aa com- 
pared with 10 per cent. last year. 

SPAIN.—Profit, 24.11 per cent. higher 
than 1929. Recommended dividend, 15 per 
cent., tax free, as compared with 10 per 
cent. last year. 

FRANCE.—Profit, 17 per cent. higher 
than 1929. Recommended dividend, 124 per 
cent., aa compared with 10 per cent. last 
year. 

TAX AUTHORITIES AND 
DEPRECIATION. 

Henry Ford and Son, Ltd., in Ireland, 
traded at a loss of £61,685 during 
1950. This loss, however, is regarded by 
tax collectors as a profit, and will have tu 
pay income tax because of the method jy 
which Inland Revenue autherities, both Eng 
lish and Irish, calculate inadequate deprecia- 
tion. Few responsible directors consider it 
proper to represent to shareholdtrs that 
plant, machinery, tools, and other assets are 
worth what Government authorities insist 
shall be taken as their value for purposes 
of taxation. In the case of Henry Ford ani 
Son, Ltd., we have reserved for depreciation 
a sum of £157,700. Our estimate of what 
the taxation authorities will allow is £91,663, 
which turns the loss, as reported, into a 
tax-paying profit. The Cork Company also 
absorbed large sums (exceeding £170,000) for 
repairs to machinery and plant, and it is 
possible that the tax authorities will disallow 
these necessary expenses. 

Your directors feel justified, however, in 
believing that they are the better judges at 
what is accurate, and prefer to report to you 
what is considered to be the true position. 

The British Government practice of dis. 
allowing adequate depreciation is responsib'e 
for a large portion of the present industria! 
and Jabour problems of our country. Manv 
manufacturers feel compelled to continu> 
using antiquated and obsolete machinery and 
methods, and workers are blamed for being 
inefficient while they are denied the means 
of improving themselves and keeping pace 
with foreign competition. I am sure this is 
true of the engineering industry, and I 
suspect that the intense gloom which 
envelopes the cotton and coal industries 
would be considerably dispelled if more re- 
cognition of commercial necessities were dis- 
ge by our Government authorities. The 
oss of a little income tax would be more 
bin compensated by saving in unemployment 
ole, 

COMPANY’S EXPORT I. iURES. 

The total exports of motor cars (other 
than commercial vehicles) and motor car 
parts from the United Kingdom during 1930 
was £6,081,280. The exports of our comnpanv 
amounted to £3,302,371, and I think vou will 
agree that this is no insignificant contribu. 
tion to the enhancement of the internationat 
status of tha British motor industry. 

Our associated companies in Europe pur- 
chased the balance of their imported supplies 
from the United States of America, and 
during 1930 these imports were approximately 
£7,000,000. Our arrangements are such that 
so soon as Dagenham is finished most of this 


business will be transferred to our compan, 
Ia fact, the export figures  shouia 
be very much larger if our plans for 
expansion materialise as we hope. We 
however, have to manufacture a spevia! ato. 
mobile engine for export, because no intell;. 
gent foreign automobilist will purchase an 
engine designed according to the h.p. formyl, 
upon which British automobile taxation w 
based, and which accordingly governs and 
prejudices British designers. 
THE HORSE-POWER TAx. 

Our superior engine costs no more to many. 
facture. In fact. we charge more for oy» 
vehicles when fitted with a less ecfficiens 
engine, which the British public buys in ore, 
to avoid excessive taxation. So long as the 
present method of calculating horse-power tay 

revails no British manufacturer can possibly 
build up any considerable export business in 
the vehicles which are made for this , arket. 
[ appreciate that this is a strong statemens 
to make, but, notwithstanding the e: stence 
for many years of a heavy preference in 
Colonial import duties in favour of cars of 
British origin, even our own Colonies will nos 
purchase British cars in any considerable 
number. 

Quite apart from the amount of thie taxa. 
tion, about which I will speak later, the 
method of taxing automobiles in this country 
is not only calculated to, but in fact does. 
effectively prejudice the sale of British ante. 
mobiles in the markets of the world. if] 
may put it in other words, the vast majority 
of motorists in Britain are compelled, because 
of the foolishly calenlated method taxa. 
tion, to use automobiles which are inferior ta 
those used by antomobilists everywhere else 
It is not a question of roads or of cost o» 
general running expenses. It is not necessary 
to go to the other end of the vw 
up sentiment among our colonists. (h 
neighbours across the Channel, in the onen 
markets of Holland and Denmark, would 
much prefer to take British automohiles ir 
payment for the eggs and bacon and huttoe 
which we buy from them. They do not do 
so for one reason only, which is that in the 
aggregate British manufacturers can offer 
them only an unacceptable article. Ho!land 
which imports all of its motor ears. ts on 
open market, in which 23 Continental and 
American automobile manufacturers each sell 
500 or more of their vehicles per annum. 
Not one of these is a British manufacturer 
RESTRICTION ON USE OF MOTOR CARs 

The use of motor cars per cajmta in our 
country is less than one-fifth of that of the 
United States. Those of us engayed in the 
automobile husiness believe, and wil! cer. 
tainly fight for the contention, that the use 
of a motor car is no Juxury. On the | 
trary. after food, shelter and clothing. it ; 
probably the greatest necessity of present. 
day human existence. The taxation in Britain 
is so high that unless it can be adjusted there 
is little prospect of increasing the per capita 
use of motor cars to any large extent. The 
market is saturated so long as the present 
high taxation prevails. 

The revenue from motor car taxation re. 
ceived by the British Treasury for 1929 
including the total yield of the petrol tax, was 
£39.412,963. The amount collected in the 
United States from motor car taxes was more 
than four times greater than this sum. The 
average tax per automobile in Great Britain 
was £26 18s. 9d., whereas the average tax 
in the United States was only £7 4s 4d. This 
is clear demonstration of the wisdom of the 
policy of a moderate tax inducing the use of 
a larger number of automobiles.

It is impossible to calculate the many 
millions of pounds sterling expenditure per 
annum involved in- traffic control, street 
widening, and other attempts to relieve con- 
gestion and speed up traffic, and yet sur 
authorities exorbitantly tax a small trades- 
man who is enterprising enough to use a 
motor-van for delivering his goods, and at the 
sams time refuse to tax a horse and cart, 
which occupies much more space upon the 
road, and requires much more stable accom- 
modation, moves at approximately one-fith

working hours, and whose sole contribution to 
the public welfare is the necessity of engag- 
ing scavengers to keep our streets in sanitary 
condition. (ur statesmen, economists, and 
others are continually urging us to wake up in 
our industrial methods, and yet at the same 
time a premium 18 put upon letharjy and 
nuisance by permitting the use of hore 
trafne free of all taxation. It has been 
culated that if horse traffic were taxed in the 
same way as motor traffic there is a sum of 
approximately £2,000,000 Waiting for the 
Chancellor to pick up. 

Many authorities believe that the only rea 
son why motor traffic has not entirely re 
placed horse traffic is that the latter pays no 
taxes. If it were taxed equally it would be 
replaced by automobiles, thereby giving 
impetus to our industry, and contributing to 
the solution of traffic and congest pro- 
blems, which are costing the nation so very 
dearly.
